Committee votes in favour of plans for animal hospital

A nationally-renowned animal 
charity is appealing for help raising 
funds as it aims to realise its ambi¬ 
tion of opening a world-class wild¬ 
life hospital and education centre. 

The Wildlife Aid Foundation 
(WAF) had applied to move from its 
premises in Randalls Road, Leath- 
erhead, to a new site between the 
M25 and the River Mole, which pro¬ 
vides natural habitats for roe deer, 
kingfishers, and sparrowhawks. 

Planning officers had recom¬ 
mended that Mole Valley District 
Council’s development control 
committee reject the application for 
a two-storey wildlife hospital, vet 
centre and wildlife pens and aviar¬ 
ies at a new site in Woodlands Road, 
north of Leatherhead town centre. 


But councillors approved the 
plans, and praised the charity - 
famed for fly-on-the-wall Discovery 
Channel documentary Wildlife SOS 
-for its “phenomenally good work”. 

The plans will now be referred 
to the government and may still 
be called in for approval by the 
Planning Inspectorate. Plans to dig 
ponds at the site will also need fur¬ 
ther approval from Elmbridge Bor¬ 
ough Council. 

Simon Cowell, who founded the 
WAF 37 years ago, and continues 
to serve as its CEO, told the Epsom 
Guardian he was “delighted” with 
the decision, but that at least £5mil- 
lion would be needed to make the 
move. That was a bit of a turn-up, 
that meeting,” he said. “We went 
there with heavy hearts, but it was 
staggering that every single coun¬ 
cillor voted for it.” 

He added: “It paves the way for us 
to create a world-first, world-class 


wildlife hospital, education facility 
and significant wildlife corridor 
which will train vets to save Brit¬ 
ish wildlife, become a repository of 
knowledge and best-practice and in¬ 
spire young people to care about the 
world they live in. The new centre 
will be a feather in the cap for Mole 
Valley and Surrey and will help pro¬ 
tect the region’s wildlife.” 

Officers had recommended coun¬ 
cillors reject the application on 
August 2, claiming the large build 
would be “by definition, harmful” 
to the green belt. 

But Leatherhead North council¬ 
lor Howard Jones tabled a motion 
to vote against this, arguing any 
“harm” to the green belt would be 
outweighed by the “phenomenally 
good work” the charity does reha¬ 
bilitating animals. He also noted 
that in the past the council had ap¬ 
proved applications from hospitals, 
charities, schools, and military re¬ 


habilitation centres because they 
make a “significant contribution” 
to society locally and nationally. 

“I regard this is as a national 
charity doing phenomenally good 
work, and which is enhancing the 
reputation of the district, just by 
being in this district,” he said. 

“What it is proposing on this site 
makes sense.” 

Cllr Jones added: “It is a wonder¬ 
ful charity, and it is just the sort of 
application that should engage spe¬ 
cial circumstances.” 

His motion was seconded by his 
Conservative colleague Duncan Ir¬ 
vine, who cited Core Strategy pol¬ 
icies - enhancing biodiversity and 
geological conservation, avoiding 
a recognised loss of key services 
and facilities, and reducing risk of 
flooding - as reasons to overturn of¬ 
ficers’ recommendation.

Government could strip council of planning powers after number of refusals exceeds limit 

Planning refusals prompt warning

THE council is refusing and over¬ 
turning too many major develop¬ 
ments in Epsom and Ewell, govern¬ 
ment inspectors have found. 

If Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council continues to fail in meeting 
government criteria its planning 
committee could be stripped of its 
power to determine applications, it 
has been warned. 

Developers would instead be able 
to make applications directly to the 
government’s Planning Inspectorate. 

The council’s planning applica¬ 
tions process is being reviewed after 
the number of major developments 
which it refused planning permis¬ 
sion by the council, but were subse¬ 
quently approved by the Planning 
Inspectorate, exceeded a threshold 
set by the government. 

In the past two years, Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council received 29 
major planning applications. 

Four of these were refused for a 
variety of reasons - including “being 
unsuitable” for the borough. These 
rejections were subsequently over¬ 
turned on appeal - this is just below 
14 per cent of the total number of 
those refused and exceeds the gov-

ernment threshold of 10 per cent. 

The Department for Communi¬ 
ties and Local Government (DCLG) 
defines “major applications” as de¬ 
velopments of 10 dwellings or more, 
housing sites of more than 0.5 hec¬ 
tares, other development sites of 
more than one hectare, or buildings 
of 1,000 square metres or more, a 
council spokeswoman advised. 


Conservative Councillor Tina 
Mountain, who sits on the council’s 
planning committee said government 
targets of building 8,000 new homes 
in the borough are “completely unre¬ 
alistic”, and that the borough’s green 
belt land and conservation areas 
need to be protected. 

“We should work with the govern¬ 
ment to ensure that we get the right 


level of new provision in the area,” 
she said. 

“We can recognise where there are 
areas for potential development in 
Epsom without going into the green 
belt and without ruining our conser¬ 
vation areas. 

“We should do this and then tell 
the government this is the best we 
can do.” 

She added: “We don’t turn down 
anything lightly. 

“There need to be extremely good 
grounds as to why we can turn some¬ 
thing down.” 

Residents’ Association councillor 
Humphrey Reynolds, chairman of 
the planning committee, said: “En¬ 
suring development appropriate for 
our borough is what this committee 
endeavours to deliver. 

“Residents regularly complain 
that we allow too many developments 
and now we are criticised for not al¬ 
lowing enough. 

“The council and the committee 
will actively engage in this review, 
I am sure we can ensure that our 
planning regime is proportion¬ 
ate, efficient and responsive both 
to the needs of developers and to 
residents.” 

The outcome of the review and 
recommendations will be report¬ 
ed to the planning committee in 
September. 


Neighbours welcome closure order 


Residents whose lives were made 
an “absolute misery” by anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour stemming from a 
Bookham bungalow were crying 
and hugging each other after po¬ 
lice secured a closure order for 
the property. 

Large groups of people drink¬ 
ing and using foul language 
would frequently visit the prop¬ 
erty in Barn Meadow Lane, po¬ 
lice stated, and there were also 
reports of cars and motorbikes 
racing up and down the road. 

It had been alleged that under¬ 
age people were driving vehicles 
to and from the bungalow, a Sur¬ 


rey Police spokesperson stated. 

Neighbours also had to put 
with dogs barking loudly and 
aggressively for long periods of 
time. The animals would also 
escape from the garden and run 
into the road, the spokesperson 
added. 

Mole Valley Borough Inspec¬ 
tor Karen Coyne said: “We’re so 
pleased we’ve been able to help 
the residents of Barn Mead¬ 
ow and put a stop to this an¬ 
ti-social behaviour which was 
making their lives an absolute 
misery. 

“We’d like to thank the resi¬ 


dents for their support and pa¬ 
tience in bringing this case to 
court. 

“We know they’re thrilled with 
the outcome - they were crying 
and hugging each other when we 
told them the good news.” 

The force successfully applied 
for a three-month closure order 
on the bungalow at Guildford 
Magistrates’ Court on August 
2 . 

The order prevents anyone 
from remaining in or entering 
the property until November 
1. Anyone who does so could be 
arrested.

Lookalike could help 


POLICE believe tracing a 
lookalike could help their en¬ 
quiries in finding a missing 
man who was last seen leav¬ 
ing his Epsom home more 
than a month ago. 

James Middleton, 70, 
known as Jim, was last seen 
at about midday on Sunday, 
July 2, after going out on his 
light blue mobility scooter 
and failing to return home as 
expected. 

Despite police helicopters 
being scrambled, officers 
and hundreds of volunteers 
scouring the area, and Jim’s 
family staging a reconstruc¬ 
tion to jog people’s memories, 
the 70-year-old has still not 
been found. 

Since Jim’s disappearance 
police have received several 
reported sightings and are 
now looking to identify a man 
seen in Epsom using a simi¬ 
lar mobility scooter in order 
to establish if these sightings 


may relate to him instead. 

Detective Inspector Paul 
Gordon said: “The response 
from the local community 
continues to be extremely 
positive and we have received 
numerous reports from mem¬ 
bers of the public of poten¬ 
tial sightings of James. 

“However, we believe some 
of the reported sightings 
may in fact relate to another 
man, who is very similar in 
appearance to Mr Middleton. 

“We are therefore very 
keen to speak to this gentle¬ 
man, who is not suspected of 
any criminality, but may well 
be able to help enormously 
with our enquiries and ef¬ 
forts to find James. If you 
are the person in the CCTV 
or you recognise him please 
contact us.”

A witness to a garage fire 
which destroyed much of a 
family’s home, has praised 
“fantastic firefighters” for 
tackling the blaze and saving 
the house. 

They also claimed fire¬ 
fighters should be one of 
Surrey County Council’s top 
budgetary priorities - af¬ 
ter the Fire Brigades Union 
(FBU) secretary for the south 
east slammed proposed cuts 
totalling £10million. 

The neighbour watched as 
firefighters from six stations 
across Surrey braved remark¬ 
ably hot flames and a gas 
explosion part way through 
the blaze in Eastwick Drive, 
Bookham, to tackle the fire 
and contain the worst dam¬ 
age to the garage. 

The family-of-three who 
lived at the house were out as 
the fire took hold just before 
6pm on July 31, but neigh¬ 
bours who had seen smoke 
pouring from the large dou¬ 
ble garage called emergency 
services. 

Crews worked throughout 
the night, cutting away the 
burned wood from the house,

and ensuring it was not going 
to reignite. 

A firefighter from Leather- 
head fire station described it 
as “one of the hottest house 
fires I have ever been in”. 

The neighbour this week 
wrote to the crew at Leather- 
head fire station - who were 
joined by colleagues from 
Banstead, Epsom, Dorking, 
Reigate and Painshill - to 
share their appreciation. 
They wrote: “I’d like to reg¬ 
ister my thanks to the fantas¬ 
tic firefighters from across 
Surrey who responded so ef¬ 
ficiently to the house fire in 
Eastwick Drive, Bookham, 
on Monday, July 31. 

“Through their expertise 
and dedication they were 
able to save the house from 
being burnt down by contain¬ 
ing the blaze to the garage. 


This was despite facing the 
dangerous situation of a gas 
explosion part-way through 
the blaze.” 

The neighbour, who wished 
to remain anonymous, added: 
“I would also like to register 
my support for a continua¬ 
tion in the current location 
of fire stations and the levels 
of firefighter personnel. 

“Without support from a 
number of fire stations, with¬ 
in easy reach of Bookham, 
then I doubt the house would 
have been saved, as it re¬ 
quired six fire tenders. 

“Fortunately on this occa¬ 
sion no one was in the house 
but if it had been occupied 
then a similar level and speed 
of response would be needed 
to save lives. 

“We must put firefighters 
at the top of the council’s 
budget priorities.” 

Their support for Sur¬ 
rey’s firefighters and Rescue 
comes after FBU members 
passed a vote of no confi¬ 
dence in the country coun¬ 
cil - which runs Surrey Fire 
and Rescue - over fears fire 
stations could be cut and jobs 
lost after £10million worth of 
budget cuts. 

Union figures suggested 
that in the 12 years to 2022 
full-time firefighter posts in 


the county could have fallen 
by 69 per cent. 

Firefighters from stations 
across the county have told 
the Epsom Guardian that 
potential reductions in full¬ 
time posts could mean two 
crew members are sent out 
to fires per station instead 
of the current four. 

Surrey Fire and Rescue 
stated that residents’ safe¬ 
ty was “paramount” in its 
decisions, but the authority 
was facing “huge financial 
pressures”. 

A Surrey Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service spokesman 
said: “The safety of Surrey 
residents is paramount in 
all decisions that are made 
and, despite the huge finan¬ 
cial pressures we face due to 
the rising need for services, 
we’re confident we’ll still be 
able to provide an effective 
and efficient fire and rescue 
service to keep them safe. 

“The demands on the fire 
service are changing and 
we’re being called to about 
half the number of fires 
we were a decade ago. Our 
focus is on making the best 
use of our resources to put 
the service on a solid finan¬ 
cial footing as well as equip¬ 
ping our firefighters for the 
21st century.”

Stun guns and knife 
found in drugs raids

Two drug dealers who were 
caught with stun guns and a 
knife in separate police swoops 
in Banstead and Epsom have 
been jailed. 

Ardit Elezas, 20, was sen¬ 
tenced to two years and four 
months behind bars at Guildford 
Crown Court on August 7 after 
police officers found more than 
£1,000 in cash and small bags of 
cocaine in his car. 

Shomari Fraser Etienne, 30, 
was jailed for three years at the 
same court a week earlier after 
being caught driving while high 
on cannabis. 

The sentences are the latest 
in Surrey Police’s county-wide 
crackdown on drug dealers, 
Operation Viking, which was 
launched before Christmas 2016. 

Elezas, of no fixed address, 
was stopped by officers proac¬ 
tively looking for potential deal¬ 
ers in Banstead on July 9. He 
gave officers an Italian driver’s 
licence with a different name, 
but could not read Italian when 
challenged. 

Officers searched his car and 
found more than £1,000 in cash, 
and small bags of cocaine in a 


compartment under the driver’s 
dashboard. 

Elezas pleaded guilty to charg¬ 
es of acquiring criminal proper¬ 
ty, driving without a licence, pos¬ 
sessing identity documents with 
intent, possession with intent 
to supply cocaine, and driving 
without insurance. 

A patrol in an unmarked car 
stopped Etienne, of, in Epsom on 
June 25, when he was driving a 
car without insurance. 

The officers immediately 
smelt cannabis coming from 
the car and when asked Etienne 


admitted he had inhaled before 
driving. Officers also found 18 
wraps on heroin and cocaine 
in his pocket, as well as a nine- 
centimetre lock knife. 

When his home in Watney 
Close, Purley, was searched, of¬ 
ficers found two stun guns. 

The 30-year-old pleaded guilty 
to possessing cannabis, possess¬ 
ing heroin and cocaine with in¬ 
tent to supply the Class A drugs, 
possessing a knife, a stun gun, 
taking a motor vehicle without 
consent and driving without 
insurance.

Lib Dems call for rethink on cuts to recycling centres 

Thousands put name 
to recycling petition 


THREE stolen mopeds were 
recovered after a watchful 
member of the public tipped 
off the police. 

Officers found the stolen 
mopeds at a house in Blooms¬ 
bury Close on Wednesday, Au¬ 
gust 3, as part of a crackdown 
on moped-enabled crime in 
Epsom and Ewell. 

The suspected thieves were 
not at home, but Surrey Police 
officers left behind a helpful 
note. 

It read: “We came, but you 
weren’t in. (sad face) 

“Maybe next time we can 
spend some time together - 
we’ll even give you a bed for 
the night.” 

Surrey Police this week 
appealed for residents to pro¬ 


vide them with more “specif¬ 
ic” information about a spate 
of moped-enabled crimes as 
the force’s investigations in 
the borough “step up a gear”. 

Useful evidence includes 
footage from CCTV, mobile 
phones or cameras, registra¬ 
tion numbers and specific de¬ 
scriptions of suspects. 

The force continues to 
work alongside the Metro¬ 
politan Police to explore the 
possibility of moped-riding 
criminals are travelling into 
the borough from London, a 
spokeswoman told the Epsom 
Guardian.

MORE than 2,000 residents 
have signed a petition urg¬ 
ing the county council not to 
close four Surrey recycling 
centres and reduce opening 
hours of remaining tips. 

The opposition Liberal 
Democrats group launched 
the petition in response to a 
consultation on the county’s 
15 recycling centres being 
carried out by Surrey County 
Council as it tried to balance 
its budget. 

Ending residents’ free dai¬ 
ly allowance of non-house¬ 
hold waste, closing the coun¬ 
ty’s recycling centres on two 
weekdays, and barring vans, 
trailers and pick-up trucks 
from smaller dumps are 
among other county council 
proposals to save money. 

Councillor Stephen Cook¬ 
sey, Liberal Democrat spokes¬ 
person for the environment, 
had claimed the cuts would 
result in more fly-tipping 
across Surrey - an assertion 
dismissed by the council’s 
Conservative cabinet. 


The council argues cuts 
at its 15,000 community re¬ 
cycling centres (CRCs), at 
which 113,000 tonnes of waste 
are processed every year, are 
necessary. The county coun¬ 
cil announced the consulta¬ 
tion in a press release on its 
website, and insisted that a 
“high-quality service” would 
be maintained as it tries to 
make more than £100million 
worth of savings to offset sus¬ 
tained Tory austerity. 

The opposition Liberal 
Democrat group launched 
a petition in response to the 
consultation, urging the 
council to reconsider. 

Cllr Cooksey said he was 
pleased that so many resi¬ 
dents had signed the petition, 
and urged the council to re¬ 
ject the proposed changes. 

He added: “Like us, many 
residents are concerned that 
fly-tipping will increase as 
a result of these proposals, 
which would then lead to ex¬ 
tra costs in clearing dumped 
rubbish, as well as further 
damage to the environment. 

“Furthermore residents 
will be forced to travel longer 
to sites further away, which 
is both inconvenient and in¬ 


creases vehicle pollution.” 

Mike Goodman, Surrey 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for environment and 
planning, dismissed sugges¬ 
tions that fly-tipping would 
increase, citing a reduction 
in fly-tipping across Surrey 
amounting to more than 1,000 
tonnes over the past year. 

He added: “We face very 
tough decisions and we very 
much regret having to make 
these proposals, but we have 
to save more than £100mil- 
lion this year alone, includ¬ 
ing £2million from commu¬ 
nity recycling centres, to 
deal with rising demand for 
things like children’s servic¬ 
es and school places.” 

Outlining the reasons be¬ 
hind the consultation, which 
ended on August 7, a council 
officer wrote: “Continued 
cuts to funding, rising costs 
and increasing demands for 
key services means the need 
for Surrey County Council to 
find savings has reached un¬ 
precedented levels. 

“We are determined to 
meet our responsibilities and 
will continue to support our 
residents as effectively as we 
can.”

Surrey’s playing fields have been 
recognised by an award from 
the Queen.

that this award represents.” The 
award comes in the charity’s 90th 
anniversary year.

ARRESTS of children in Sur¬ 
rey have fallen by more than 
half in the past six years, new 
figures show. 

Surrey Police made 889 
arrests in 2016, according to 
data obtained by the Howard 
League for Penal Reform un¬ 
der the Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act - down from 1,955 in 
2010. 

The force cites a mantra 
of “child first, offence sec¬ 
ond”, and collaborative work 
with Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil’s youth support service as 
reasons behind the declining 
child arrest figures. 

Custody and response of¬ 
ficers have been trained in 
how to intervene effectively 
and consider alternative op¬ 
tions for a juvenile who has 
committed a crime, a Surrey 
Police spokesperson stated. 

External evaluations have 
shown that this approach 
improves the experience for 
victims of crime, reduces 
re-offending, and is more 
cost effective than traditional 


approaches. 

Frances Crook, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Howard League for 
Penal Reform, said: “Surrey 
Police should be applauded for 
their positive approach, and 
the Howard League is proud to 
have played its part in a trans¬ 
formation that will make our 
communities safer. 

“By working together, we 
are ensuring that tens of thou¬ 
sands of children will have 
a brighter future and not be 
dragged into a downward spi¬ 
ral of crime and custody” 

Police forces nationwide 
have recorded a similar drop¬ 
off in child arrest numbers, 


with every force recording 
fewer child arrests last year 
than in 2010, the figures ob¬ 
tained by the Howard League 
show. 

There were 87,525 child ar¬ 
rests in England and Wales 
last year, down from 245,763 
in 2010 - a reduction of 64 per 
cent between 2010 and 2016. 

Frances Cook added: “For 
the sixth year running, we 
have seen a significant reduc¬ 
tion in child arrests across the 
country 

“This is a tremendous 
achievement, and we will con¬ 
tinue to support police forces 
to develop good practice.”

Respect building’s history 


Having already rejected 
initial design plans of this 
development on the basis of 
“monstrous” and “unecessary”, 
I fail to see how this new 
proposal answers that problem. 
This is a beautifully designed 
Henry Quartermain building 
of great historical significance 
to the area of Merton Park. It is 
set to become a listed building 
in future. The new design 
proposal attempts to mimic 
the attractive aesthetics of the 
building. Instead, the new plans 
propose the addition of an “ugly 


carbuncle” bolted onto the side 
of the building. 

In my opinion, the new design 
goes no further in protecting 
the aesthetics and integrity 
of this historically important 
building, so should be rejected 
along with the initial plans. It is 
worth noting too that the new 
plan is to demolish the entire 
back section of the building in 
order to build a new auditorium. 
This will mean that many other 
Quartermain architectural 
features will be lost forever 
which would be sacrilege. The 


building as it stands serves as 
a valuable hall and community 
centre for the use and enjoyment 
of residents of the immediate 
area of Merton. If these plans 
go ahead, the community will 
lose all this in order to suit 
exclusively the needs of a 
niche church. The fact is that 
Merton Council desperately 
need to find a new home for 
the Elim Pentecostal Church 
and are desperately trying to 
keep them happy by proposing 
to spend around £5 million of 
Merton ratepayers money to do 


so. If these plans go ahead and 
the Elim Pentecostal Church 
is allowed to move in, not only 
will the residents of Merton be 
losing a historically important 
building and community space, 
they will also be losing out by 
having to foot the bill. 

The Elim Pentecostal Church 
may well need a new home to 
sing and clap in, but if that 
means having to destroy our 
heritage in the process, this isn’t 
the place.

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Article confused issue of cutting number of acute sites 


An article about St Helier Hospi¬ 
tal was published in the Evening 
Standard yesterday (August) 
“Inside London’s ‘most dilapi¬ 
dated’ hospital where patients 
are given sorbets to keep cool in 
summer”. I find the article mis¬ 
leading as it confuses the issue 
of the need for improved build¬ 
ings with the issue of cutting the 
number of acute sites in South 
West London. 

The condition of the hospital 
is bad and the work to improve 
it is starting. There will be new 
exterior rendering and windows 
on Blocks B and C, and new 


roofing. 

The issue of the proposed new 
acute “facility” is a completely 
separate one. What is suggested 
is that whereas we have A&E, 
maternity, children’s inpatients, 
coronary care and high depend¬ 
ency beds at both Epsom and St 
Helier Hospitals at the moment, 
these would only be available at 
one site in future. This will mean 
further to travel for patients at 
the very times they need help 
quickly. I am concerned that 
this will cost lives. Also, many 
visitors to patients in the facility 
will have further to travel (in¬ 


curring higher transport costs) 
when they have a very ill friend 
or relative in the facility. 

As to the money needed to 
build this facility, the full cost is 
unlikely to be met by the Treas¬ 
ury. This means private invest¬ 
ment of some kind will be neces¬ 
sary. What will the terms of this 
investment be? Will patient care 
end up taking second place to the 
profits of these investors? 

I don’t think anyone would 
reject the idea of St Helier being 
fully replaced by a modern 
hospital built using money from 
the Treasury while the current 


hospital remains in use. 

This is not what is being 
proposed and the new facility 
will not alleviate the problems 
in the current hospital as it will 
still have patients being treated 
there. 

For the sake of openness, I 
will state that I am a member of 
the Steering Group of the Keep 
Our St Helier Hospital campaign 
group and was the Green Party 
Parliamentary Candidate for the 
Sutton and Cheam Constituency 
in the general election this year.

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New train due in 2018

Commuters and rail passen¬ 
gers on west London subur¬ 
ban routes to London Wa¬ 
terloo may be able to board 
new ten-carriage trains with 
toilets and faster Wi-Fi in two 
years’ time. 

First Group and MTR 
signed an £895million rail 
and maintenance contract 
contract with train and plane 
supplier Bombardier Trans¬ 
portation for 750 of its Aven¬ 
tra vehicles last month. 

The two rail providers take 


over the South Western fran¬ 
chise - which includes lines 
to Waterloo starting at Shep- 
perton, Dorking, Reading, 
and Weymouth - on August 
20. The new trains will oper¬ 
ate on the Windsor, Reading 
and west London suburban 
routes, and will start to come 
online from mid-2019, with a 
full rollout expected by De¬ 
cember 2020, Bombardier 
stated. 

Steve Montgomery, man¬ 
aging director of First Rail, 


said: “We have exciting plans 
for the South Western rail 
franchise and these new 
trains are an important step 
on the way to delivering an 
improved journey experience 
for our passengers. 

“We know from listening to 
passengers and stakeholders 
that alongside improved per¬ 
formance, what they want to 
see is additional seats and we 
will deliver this via state-of- 
the-art trains.” 

The trains will also include 


“wide-open” gangways, air 
conditioning, USB sockets, 
and an “improved passen¬ 
ger information system”, a 
Bombardier spokesperson 
boasted. 

Richard Hunter, the man¬ 
ufacturer’s UK managing di¬ 
rector, said he was “thrilled” 
to have won the contract.

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The weather may have taken a bit of a 
wobble lately but that hasn’t stopped our 
thirst for a good cocktail. Here are some tips 
to keep those rain clouds at ba y with a drink 
made by your own fair hands 



POPPY AND POMEGRANATE 
MARTINI: The Botanist in Sheffield 
was named the best pub in the UK 
at the National Pub and Bar Awards 
2017, and we love their spin on a fra¬ 
grant, fruity martini. 

Ingredients: 15ml Absolut Rasp- 
berri Swedish Vodka (£15, 70cl, Am¬ 
azon), 15ml raspberry liqueur, 15ml 
poppy liqueur (we recommend Bri- 
ottet flavoured liqueurs), 25ml egg 
white pasteurised, 15ml lemon juice, 
7.5ml basil gomme (syrup), 25ml Ea¬ 
ger pomegranate juice. 

Method: Half fill a cocktail shak¬ 
er with ice. Add all ingredients and 
shake vigorously. Double strain into 
a chilled cocktail glass and garnish 
with a viola flower. 

ROSE BLOOM: Inspired by the flo¬ 
ral botanicals in Bloom London Gin 
(£24, 70cl, Waitrose), Pennethorne's 
at Somerset House, London, came up 
with this summery infusion. 

Ingredients: 50ml Bloom Gin, 
25ml rose liqueur, 15ml strawberry 
syrup, 10ml agave nectar (optional). 

Method: Half fill a cocktail shak¬ 
er with ice. Pour in the gin and rose 
liqueur. Shake well and strain into a 
chilled martini glass. Slowly pour in 
the strawberry syrup. Garnish with a 
sprinkle of freeze-dried strawberries. 
CLOVER LEAF: This elegant cocktail 
offers a sweet and tart taste profile, 
with the fresh lime juice complement¬ 
ing the citrus notes of Cotswolds Dry 
Gin, voted the World's Best London 
Dry Gin at the prestigious World Gin 
Awards last year (£32.85, 70cl, The 
Whisky Exchange). 

Ingredients: 50ml Cotswolds 
gin, 15ml fresh lime juice, 12.5ml 
raspberry syrup, 5 fresh raspberries, 
2 mint leaves, 1 egg white (optional). 

Method: Muddle raspberries 
and mint. Shake all ingredients over 
ice and strain back into shaker. Dry 
shake and fine strain into a chilled 


martini glass. Garnish with a rasp¬ 
berry and a sprig of mint. 

MONKEY MOJITO: Cuban classic 
with a whisky twist, Monkey Shoul¬ 
der (£27, 70cl, Tesco) is a single malt 
that's extremely versatile in cocktails, 
such as this classic crowd pleaser 
with ginger ale replacing soda water. 

Ingredients: 50ml of Monkey 
Shoulder, 20ml fresh lime juice, 15ml 
sugar syrup, dash of Angostura Bit¬ 
ters, 12 mint leaves, ginger ale. 

Method: Add all ingredients to a 
glass, except ginger ale, muddle well. 
Add crushed ice and stir. Top up with 
ginger ale and garnish with three 
mint leaves and a lime wedge. 

1800 Blush: Tequila is causing a 
stir this summer and this Mexican 
spirit is experiencing a renaissance, 
partly due to the different ways we're 
enjoying it. 

And with pink drinks trending on 
every cocktail list, 1800 Silver Tequila 
(£32.51, 70cl, Amazon) mixed with 
rose lemonade creates a tingly explo¬ 
sion of flavour with a beautiful tangy 
finish. 

Ingredients: 50ml 1800 Silver 
Tequila, 170ml Fentiman's Rose Lem¬ 
onade. 

Method: Combine ingredients in 
a large wine glass with ice. Garnish 
with a slice of pink grapefruit and a 
sprig of fresh mint. 

CIROC COLADA: If you fancy going 
totally tropical and really want to hit 
the coconut note, the limited-edition 
Ciroc Summer Colada (£27.95, 70cl, 
31 Dover) is infused with pineapple 
and coconut flavours to capture the 
sweet essence of an island drink. 

Ingredients: 50ml Ciroc Summer 
Colada, 50ml pineapple juice, 10ml 
lime juice. 

Method: Half fill a tall glass with 
crushed ice. Pour in all the ingredients 
and garnish with a fresh pineapple 
wedge.

Should you choose a homebuyer’s 
or a full structural survey? Here 
OnTheMarket.com explains the 
importance of home surveys and 
what’s available 

You’ve found the home of your 
dreams but before you get swept 
away, it’s important to ensure the 
property is not going to crumble 
around you. People are often 
seduced by the way a property 
looks and feels and then ignore 
peeling paint, crumbling bricks or 
gurgling pipes. But a few hundred 
pounds spent on a property 
survey could save thousands of 
pounds later on. A survey should 
also highlight potential flaws in a 
property, which could help when 
negotiating price. 

Where do I start? Most 
buyers rely on a mortgage 
lender’s valuation. This will reveal 
serious defects that are likely to 
affect the property’s value but it is 
only a cursory look at a home by 
the mortgage lender, to ensure it 
is worth the money. 

What is the process? 

A valuation is usually a 
straightforward process. The 


surveyor will check the property 
and assess the value based on 
its general condition, the value of 
homes recently sold in the area 
and the buoyancy of the housing 
market. The report will contain 
a summary of the condition and 
comments on any general faults 
that may exist. This valuation is 
probably enough if purchasing a 
new build but if you are buying 
an older property, then it is worth 
having a more comprehensive 
survey carried out. 

What sort of survey 
should I have? There are 
two main kinds of survey, which 
are recognised by The Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
(www.rics.org) - a homebuyer’s or 
a building survey. Both are carried 
out by chartered surveyors. A 
homebuyer’s survey is more 
detailed than a valuation report. 
Like the valuation, the survey will 
check the general condition of the 
property and any major faults, as 
well as urgent problems that need 
specialist advice. It will test for 
damp in walls, damage to timbers 
and the condition of damp¬ 
proofing. It also covers insulation 
and drainage, plus the estimated 


cost of rebuilding the property 
for insurance purposes, along 
with the value of the home on the 
open market. 

This survey is not suitable for 
properties needing renovation or 
major alterations. For these kinds 
of projects, a full structural survey 
or building survey is required, 
although an in depth building 


survey can be performed on 
any property. It highlights major 
issues, as well as minor defects 
and the cost of repairs, technical 
information on the construction of 
the property, the materials used, 
plus the location. 

Should I have a survey? A 

survey is similar to a health check 
for your home. While it may seem 


like an unnecessary cost, it’s the 
equivalent of a full check-up, so 
you know what you’re buying 
and its value. It is worth paying a 
few hundred pounds now to save 
on unexpected expenditure and 
hassle in the future. 

Some homeowners will invest 
in a survey before putting their 
property on the market. This is 


an effective way to identify any 
issues that might need to be 
addressed before the property 
is listed with an estate agent and 
may accelerate the sale process. 

It also shows potential buyers that 
you care about your home and 
have done everything possible 
to ensure it is ready for the new 
owner.

AMENDMENTS TO PARKING AND WAITING/LOADING RESTRICTIONS, RESIDENTS’ PERMIT PARKING AND DISABLED PERSONS’ PARKING PLACES IN THE BOROUGH OF EPSOM AND EWELL 


SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL, WITH THE CONSENT OF THE LONDON BOROUGH OF 

SUTTON IN RELATION TO THE RESTRICTIONS IN ROSEDALE ROAD AND RICHLANDS 

AVENUE, PROPOSE TO MAKE the following Orders under the Road Traffic and 

Regulation Act 1984 (“the Act”): - 

1. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell) (Revocation and 
Consolidation of Waiting, Loading and Unloading Prohibition and Restriction) Order 
201under Sections 1(1), 2(1) to (3) and 4(2) of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the 
Act. The effect of which will be to consolidate without change in substance, other 
than as stated in the following sub-paragraphs, the Orders specified in Part I of 
Schedule 5 to this Notice as impose restrictions on the waiting by, and loading on 
and unloading from vehicles in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell: - 

(a) Prohibit the waiting by vehicles in certain lengths of the roads specified in 
Schedule 1 to this Notice, during the times and on the days specified in the 
said Schedule; 

(b) Provide that the usual exceptions, for loading and unloading vehicles, boarding 
and alighting from vehicles, for works on or adjoining the lengths of roads 
referred to in the said Schedule, the maintenance of those roads and the 
services in them and for disabled persons vehicles in accordance with the Blue 
Badge Scheme, would apply to all the aforementioned lengths of roads; 

(c) Revoke the existing waiting restrictions in certain lengths of the roads specified 
in Part I of Schedule 4 to this Notice without replacement. 

2. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell) (Consolidation of 
Free Street Parking Places and Revocation) Order 201 -, under Sections 32, 35 and 
36 of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act. The effect of which will be to consolidate 
without change in substance, other than as stated in the following sub-paragraphs, 
the Orders specified in Part II of Schedule 5 to this Notice as authorise free on¬ 
street parking places in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell: - 

(a) Provide such free on-street parking places in certain lengths of the roads 
specified in Schedule 2 to this Notice, to operate at the times and on the days 
specified therein; 

(b) Specify that the vehicles which may be left in any of the free on-street parking 
places referred to herein shall be passenger vehicles (8 seats or less), motor 
cycles, invalid carriages and goods vehicles under 5 tonnes maximum gross 
weight; 

(c) Provide that vehicles left by specified disabled persons may wait in any of the 
free on-street parking places specified herein without time limit at any time; 

(d) Provide that certain other vehicles may wait in any such free on-street parking 
places in certain circumstances, e.g., to allow persons to board or alight 
(maximum 2 minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc; 

(e) Provide that in the case of any of such free on-street parking places, outside 
the hours of operation indicated in the said schedule any vehicle may be left in 
any of those free on-street parking places for any period without time limit. 

3. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell) (Consolidation and 
Revocation of Free Street Parking Places) (Disabled Persons) Order 201-, under 
Sections 32, 35 and 36 of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act. The effect of which 
will be to consolidate without change in substances, other than stated in the 
following sub-paragraphs, the Orders specified in Part III of Schedule 5 to this 
Notice as authorise free disabled persons’ on-street parking places in the Borough 
of Epsom and Ewell: - 

(a) Provide a disabled persons’ free on-street parking places in certain lengths of 
the roads specified in Schedule 3 to this Notice to operate at the times and on 
the days specified therein; 

(b) Provide that certain other vehicles may wait in any of the disabled persons’ free 
on-street parking places described above in certain circumstances e.g. to 
allow persons to board or alight (maximum 2 minutes) to load or unload 
(maximum 20 minutes), etc; 

(c) Revoke the existing disabled persons’ free on-street parking places in certain 
lengths of the road specified in Part II of Schedule 4 to this Notice without 
replacement. 

4. The Surrey County Council Various Roads in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell 
(Consolidation of Permit Holders Only) Order 201-, under Sections 32, 35, 36, 45, 
46, 49, 51 and 53 of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act. The effect of which will 
be to consolidate without change in substance, other than as stated in the following 
sub-paragraphs, the Orders specified in Part IV of Schedule 5 to this Notice: - 

(a) Impose a system of permit parking in Mill Lane, EWELL by converting this 
length of road into an on-street permit holders’ only parking place, with the 
letter identifier “S” which will be in operation Monday to Friday inclusive, 
between 09.00hrs and 17.00hrs with the following provisions: - 

(i) The residents that may apply for parking permits will be: all residents of Mill 
Lane, EWELL and property number 9 London Road EWELL; 

(ii) The vehicles which may be left in the parking place, during the hours of 
operation shall be vehicles displaying a valid residents parking permit bearing 
the identifying letter issued by the Borough Council or its agents, or a vehicle 
displaying a valid residents’ visitor’s parking permit carers parking permit or a 
valid operational parking permit; 

(iii) Provide residents’ Parking permits for residents of the said properties, which 
will allow them to park in the said on-street permit holders’ only parking place 
during the hours of operation. Such permits, which will be issued by Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council, will cost £50, for the first permit and £75 for any 
subsequent permit and will be valid for a period for twelve months. The charge 
for a duplicate permit or a change of permit due to the change of vehicle, will 
be £15. Permits may also be provided to carers who are required to make visits 
to residents at a cost of £10; 

(iv) Provide that such permits shall be allocated using the following calculation: the 
sum of the number of vehicles registered to the place of abode minus the 
number of off-street parking places for such place of abode; 

(v) Provide for: (a) residents to purchase permits for use by their visitors at a cost 
of £2 each, which will be valid for one day, subject to a limit of 120 per year; 
and (b) Operational Permits, for use by doctors, nurses and community care 
personnel, who are required to make visits to residents, which will be free of 
charge; which will allow them to park in the on-street permit holders’ only 
parking place; 

(vi) Provide that: (a) outside the hours of operation indicated any vehicle may be 
left for any period without time limit; (b) vehicles left by specified disabled 
persons may wait at all times without time limit; and (c) certain other vehicles 
may wait in certain circumstances (e.g., to allow persons to board or alight 
(maximum 2 minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc. 

(b) Impose a system of permit parking in Stones Road and Portland Place, 
EPSOM by converting these lengths of road into an on-street permit holders’ 
only parking place, to be included in resident area “N”, and to operate Monday 
to Friday inclusive, between 09.00hrs and 20.00hrs with the following 
provisions: - 

(i) The residents that may apply for parking permits will be: all residents of 
Portland Place, EPSOM and all residents of Stones Road, EPSOM; 

(ii) The cost and conditions of use will be the same as sub-paragraph 4(a)(ii), 
4(a)(iii), 4(a)(iv), 4(a)(v) and 4(a)(vi). 

(c) Impose a system of permit parking in Pikes Hill, Church Road, Albert Road, St 
Martins Close, Wimborne Close, Andrews Close, College Road, Tintagel Close 
and Lynwood Road, EPSOM, to be included in resident area “M”, and to 
operate Monday to Saturday inclusive, between 09.00hrs and 20.00hrs with 
the following provisions: - 

(i) The residents that may apply for parking permits will be: (a) Pikes Hill, EPSOM 
- all residents; (b) Church Road, EPSOM - all residents; (c) St Martins Close, 
EPSOM - all residents; (d) Wimborne Close, EPSOM - all residents; (e) 
Andrews Close, EPSOM - all residents; (f) Tintagel Close, EPSOM - all 
residents; and (g) Lynwood Road, EPSOM - all residents; (h) College Road, 
EPSOM - property numbers 17, 19, 21, 23, 25, 27, 29, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36,

ON THE ROAD: Citroen C3 Picasso 



Rather than embarking on some 
epic trans-Sahara road trip, slogging 
from Lands End to John ‘o’ Groats or 
striking out across Eastern Europe 
to Budapest on the shores of the 
Danube, there’s a lotto be said for 
testing a car in more everyday 
circumstances. 

As well as being cheaper and less 
time-consuming to keep the editor 
onside, it should, in theory, expose 
the same issues that owners 
will encounter on their own daily 
routes. That’s unless they happen 
to commute across the Mongolian 
Steppe every morning or do their 
grocery shopping at that 24hour 
Tescos on top of the Stelvio Pass. 

The story might not be as dramatic, 
and for that we apologise in advance, 
but a week of daily grind with the 
C3 Picasso has certainly proved 
enlightening. 

Monday morning and we’re off, 
stumbling bleary-eyed out of bed with 
the working week looming ahead 
like an iceberg in the fog. The C3 
Picasso’s first task is the 30-minute 
journey to work through the massed 
ranks of demoralized commuters. In 
traffic, the Picasso’s all-round visibility 
is a major help. It sits you quite upright 


which may not be to the liking of some 
but it certainly aids your view of the 
surroundings. The innovative glazed 
A-pillars are extremely handy when 
negotiating roundabouts or pulling 
out of angled junctions. They increase 
yourfield of vision and stop you having 
to rock your head backwards and 
forwards to see around bends as you 
do in cars with wide solid pillars. 

In stop-start traffic, the Picasso’s 
long throw gearbox isn’t particularly 
rewarding to use but engine 
refinement improves as the diesel 
unit in our car gets up to operating 
temperature. The suspension deals 
admirably with the scabby roads in our 
urban centres and it’s hard to think of a 
vehicle of the Picasso’s size that rides 
more smoothly. 

A midweek shopping trip presents the 
Picasso with the kind of task for which 
it was created. In the car park, the 
short bonnet and virtually flat back end 
make parking a cinch. The Picasso’s 
light steering and tight turning circle 
help it to slide effortlessly into even the 
tightest spaces. Having conducted 


the supermarket sweep, the shopping 
fitted relatively easy into the Picasso’s 
boot but a word of warning. The 
impressive dimensions of the boot 
that Citroen quotes don’t tell the whole 
story because the space is quite tall 
and shallow. There isn’t actually that 
much floor area and you may have to 


stack items or fold down the rear seats 
if you go too wild in the aisles. 

Out on Friday with three passengers in 
tow and the Picasso’s people carrying 
capacity comes under the microscope. 
This is a real strong suitforthe little 
Citroen with abundant headroom for 


all occupants and legroom in the rear 
being almost as generous. There 
aren’t many cars of this size that could 
seat three six-foot adults in the rear but 
this one can - just about. There are lots 
of storage options in the cabin as well 
and it generally feels well thought out 
on Citroen’s part. 


A motorway journey on Saturday gave 
the Picasso a chance to stretch its legs 
and show that it was more than just an 
urban runabout. That comfortable ride 
was in evidence again and the engine 
proved more than willing to keep up 
with traffic, even if it took a bit of time 
to pick up speed when required. 

The controls are well laid-out and the 
dashboard follows the design themes 
of the car’s exterior with the rounded- 
off rectangle shapes cropping up on 
the display screens and air vents. 

The instrument display on top of the 
dash takes some getting used to as 
it’s not the natural position but being 
higher up, it means you can glance 
at it quickly without taking your eyes 
offthe road. Most ofthe C3’s controls 
are straightforward but the stereo 
module that pops up on lots of Citroen 
products is behind the times. The 
buttons are tightly packed, too fiddly 
and the control interface isn’t intuitive 
to use but you get the hang of it over 
time. 

Over all, our week with the C3 Picasso 
showed it in a very positive light.
